Artillery, Flown 
Into Habbaniyah 
by British, Rout 
Attackers 


CAIRO—(/!>)—Backed up by how- 


itzers flown in by the RAF British 
[imperial forces have "ejected 
the 


enemy" from dominating positions at 
Habbaniyah airdrome in Iraq, official 
reports said Wednesday. 


The RAF communique telling how 


the light artillery pieces were carried 
over the heads of the Iraq besiegers, 
later to be set up and turned upon 
their plateau positions, said more than 
300 prisoners were taken. 


The assault to break the siege was 


started Tuesday. (It was authorita- 
tively reported in London that 25 
Iraq officers and 408 men had been 
taken prisoner in action while Iraq 
casualties totaled about 1,000.^

WASHINGTON (fP)— Attorney Gen- 


eral Jackson said Wednesday there 
were 
0,000 deportable aliens "who 


arc still free" in the U. S. as he 
ordered the roundup ot 160 German 
seamen for questioning. 


The Justice Department 
revealed 


that officers had been directed to 
round up the seamen who werd- 
supposed to be in N. Y., Miami, Sail 
Francisco, Baltimore and Kansas City 
under an agreement permitting their 
freedom after deportation orders were 
completed but could not be executed 
for lack of machinery. 


The department also said 125 Ital- 


ian seamen were taken from Ellis 
island Tuesday nujht to Fort Mis- 
soula, Mont., to be held in an army 
camp taken over there for detention 
of aliens.

Government 
Takes Cue From 
Postal Savings 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON-The national de- 
cnse stamp and bond campaign isn't 
luarly so complicated as it sounds, 
md it has its lighter moments. For 
example, Secretary of the Treasury 
Vlorgenthau and his staff looked over 
our recent expenditures and commit- 
ments. The hired hands burned some 
nidnight oil and the answer was that 
we would need something in the vi- 
cinity of three billion dollars cash in 
the next year or eighteen months that 
couldn't be washed up by the ordi- 
nary bonding methods. 


The treasury 
officials won't say 


exactly how 
much, 
because that 


would be establishing a goal—and 
goals are hard to reach, as every com- 
munity chest or charity fund director 
will tell you without prompting. The 
estimates run from one to six billion 
needed in the next year and a half 
from defense stamps, baby bonds and 
defense bonds—but the estimates are 
unofficial. Those in the know set the 
goal around three billion.1

Nobody's Excited 


Congress—and the country—still are 


not in any mood to take defense or 
the war seriously, and that same 
psychology probably accounts for the 
fact that labor has refused to consider 
defense of the country as anything 
for which it should make sacrifices. 


The problem of the administration 


is to wake the country up. 


It is a safe bet, therefore, that this 


matter of trial blackouts will 
be 


heard of again. The whole question 
of civilian defense and participation 
in the preparedness effort is one that 
is bothering the administration no 
end. It obviously isn't an army job, 
but the War Department has had 
general staff men in Britain make a 
thorough study 
of public welfare 


problems in war time. What it all 
boils down to is that the civilian 
population must learn to look after 
itself. That's brutal, but inescapable. 
So far only Honolulu, Seattle, Pitts 
burgh and Newark have been suf- 
ficiently interested to hold their own 
blackouts.
